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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: While the applicant argues that Takahashi and 
Borner do not disclose a universal host that can be used for red, green and blue dopants, the examiner respectfully disagrees. First, 
claims 1,16,29 and 42 include a limitation of "a universal host that can be used for red, green and blue dopants". This limitation fails' to 
positively recite a structure capable of supporting red, green and blue dopants for a full color display. Accordingly, the limitation could be 
interpreted as only a universal host, whereby the universal host does not have to be used for red, green and blue dopants in a full color 
display. Using the above interpretation, the examiner has interpreted both Takahashi and Borner to disclose a universal host that can be 
used for red, green and blue dopants, specifically in Takahashi column 2, lines 51-52 and in Borner column 4, line 32. 
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
